Douglas opines that first base is 
about the hardest proposition on the 
ball field, but I want to say that third 
base requires the fastest man in the 
bunch. 
It is undoubtedly the most 
difficult of all positions. 
Great third 
basemen can be counted on one hand, 
while I can pick up a first baseman on 
any vacant lot. 
“A good 
third 
baseman not only 
must mink quickly and act quickly, 
but he must have a steel-like nerve. 
Many players can practice at third, 
but cannot stand the fire during the 
game. 
Great physical courage is re­ 
quired in this position and the slight­ 
est streak of cow'ardlce or ‘yellow’ will 
ruin his chances of drawing a salary 
in a league baseball club. 
“Third base is difficult to play for 
several reasons. 
The player who at­ 
tempts it has to handle the hardest 
hit balls that go through the field 
and has to make the longest throw 
on the diamond with less time than 
other players. He is closer to the bat­ 
ter w’hen the ball is hit than any other 
man except the pitcher and this makes 
his work fast and difficult. The third 
baseman handles more than CO per 
cent of the bunts and that in itself 
is a 
nerve-racking 
duty. 
Knowing 
that the runner is swiftly speeding to 
first, the third baseman has to make 
a dash for the slow ball as it spins 
around in a tantalizing manner and 
nail his man at first almost without 
looking. If there is a runner leaving 
first on such a play he must decide 
in a flash whether It is safer to try 
for the man at second or the runner 
at first. Should he make a mistake or 
hesitate, both will be safe. 
“Again, his nerve is tried when he 
is unable to decide whether the bat­ 
ter is going to hit a slow bunt ball or 
hit the ball out. 
Frequently the bat­ 
ter will make one or two feints at 
bunting for the purpose of drawing 
the third baseman in and then sud­ 
denly drive the ball at him with all 
the force at his command. 
To meet 
such an emergency, a third baseman 
must be devoid of fear and have no 
thought of personal injury. 
“There are 
two 
things which a 
third baseman must have by birth— 
a good pair of hands and a quick 
brain# He must be able to grasp a 
batted ball with either hand and con­ 
sequently a man with long fingers 
and long hands 
has 
the advantage 
over the player whom nature has not 
so kindly endowed.”

In 19 03 Lampson & Co. sold more than 
20,000 white skins and nearly 3,700 
blue ones. Both these skins seems to 
be increasing in value. It is not long 
ago since the price of white fox skins 
ranged from $1 to $4. They are now 
said to be worth from $16 to $25, 
while the price of the blue fox skins 
runs from $50 to $75. 
Almost 50,000 wolverine skins were 
sold in London last year, at prices 
ranging from $4 to $8 for good skins. 
Of Russian sable nearly 30,000 were 
sold, or three times as many as were 
sold in all London in 189 1. These ex­ 
pensive furs run from $2.50 to $75 In 
price, but occasionally skins arc found 
which bring from $250 to $o50 each.
